With four Frigidaires as the 
grand prize and^ the other four 
events each supported by four

Blizzard Blocks 
District Roads 

Swooping out of the north late 
last Thursday afternoon, the worst 
blizzard in many years quickly 
tied up all road traffic and forced 
cancellation of many activities 
scheduled for that night and week¬ 
end. 

Although mild, above-frezing 
weather preceded the blizzard, 
storm warnings had been broad¬ 
cast since early morning. Even so 
many farmers and travellers were 
caught on the road and forced to 
seek shelter lor the night in the 
neatest buildings. 

The storm, accompanied by a 
drop in temperature to below 
zero, reached its height between 
six and seven o'clock Thursday 
evening. The snow lessened during 
the night but the forty-mile-an- 
hour wind continued into the next 
day, thoroughly blocking all roads. 

Fletcher’s Diary were unable to 
get their milk truck through on 
Friday, but got through on Satur¬ 
day after spending hours on the 
road. Municipal snow plows were 
out as soon as possible after the 
storm, opening up school van 
roads and rescuing stranded farm¬ 
ers and other travellers caught In 
the storm. 

Late Wednesday night of this 
week another blizzard struck this 
part of the province, and by 
Thursday morning all district 
roads were again blocked.

Benefits Seen In * 

Higher Standard of / * 
Education, New School 

At the annual meeting of the 
•lectors ol the Vulcan School Dis¬ 
trict, held in the I.O.O.F. hall 
Monday evening immediately fol¬ 
lowing the annual town meeting, 
and with an attendance of about 
40 people, the Board of Trustees 
reported that an agreement had 
been reached with the Board of 
the Foothills School Division for 
the inclusion of the Vulcan School 
District within the Division. 

The agreement between the two 
boards was reached after months 
of negotiation and was signed on 
Feb. 5. Notices regarding the in- 
' elusion were posted on Feb. 15th, 
and will become effective March 
7. If at least 25 percent of the el¬ 
ectors of the school district make 
a demand in writing to the Minist¬ 
er of Education, a vote for or 
against the inclusion of the dist¬ 
rict within the division may be 
taken. Such objection must be 
made before March 7, otherwise 
the agreement of Inclusion be¬ 
comes effective. 

At the meeting, members of the 
School Board pointed out that the 
Imperative need for a new school, 
the desirability of raising the 
standard of education in Vulcan 
through the Introduction of shop 
and home economic courses, and 
the belief that inclusion of the 
District within the large Division 
would make thes* advantages pos¬ 
sible, were factors that influenced 
the local Board in its decision to 
apply for inclusion of the District 
within the Division. 

The inclusion agreement defin¬ 
itely states, it was pointed out, 
•hat “It is the intention of the 
I ^visional Board to erect a four- 
room and basement addition to the 


Council’s Annual Report Shows 
All in Readiness For Water 


Surpluses Must Be 
Used For This Year’s 
Debenture Payment 

The annual meeting of the Town 
of Vulcan was held in the I.O.O.F. 
hall Monday evening and attended 
by a good represetation of the el¬ 
ectors. E, G. McPherson was ask- 
ed to conduct the meeting while 
j: L. Findlay, the Town Secret¬ 
ary, occupied the secretary’s chair. 
Copies of the auditor’s report 
were supplied to all, whilei Mr. P. 
McAskile read the report, which 
showed the Town was spending 
mot;e money than in any similar 
period in its history. This, however 
was well regarded as. of Course, 
the reason for the' heavy expendit¬ 
ures was the preparations that 
have been made for the Installat¬ 
ion of water-works and sewage 
disposal system for the town. The 
keeness with which everyone is 
anticipating the many advantages 
and convenience of having plenty 
ol water was much in evidence. 

Mayor Allan assured the meet¬ 
ing that everything is in readi¬ 
ness for tlie immediate starting 
of work on the project, as soon

as weather conditions permit. The 
machinery has been here all wint¬ 
er for the digging of ditches for 
pipe laying, and tests were made 
last autumn to determine the pre¬ 
sence or absence of lime-stone. 
These tests lead to belief that too 
much trouble will not be encount¬ 
ered in the digging. Also, huge 
quantities of material are stock¬ 
piled for immediate use. 

The meeting of a debenture 
payment of $12,750 and Interest, 
which must be paid this year, 
came in for its full shaie of con¬ 
sideration. It had been anticipated 
that revenue from the’ installation 
and use of waterworks would off¬ 
set a certain amount of the pay¬ 
ment; this together with the front¬ 
age tax, which will be imposed, 
would go far towards this payment. 
But owing to the unavoidable de¬ 
lay in starting the work until 
this spring, only the frontage tax 
will be available, and not a very 
appreciable amount of the obli¬ 
gation can be met in this manner. 
All surpluses have been pledged 
to apply on the debenture pay¬ 
ments and interest. Cash has been 
realized on the sale of debentures 
to the extent of $173,000 but it 
was felt that this amount would 
still require another $25,000 to 30, 
000 before the town can be com¬ 
pletely served. 

The report showed a reserve 
fund of $5,000 for the laying of ne 
side-walks, which engineers had 
advised .delaying the laying of. un¬ 
til installation of water mains had 
been completed. 

Several recommendations were 
made to the Council, among which 
was one to approach the Calgary 
Light and Power Company, to as¬ 
certain If it would be possible to 
have the town supplied with a 
greater a-nount of power, the pre¬ 
sent power not being adequate to 
meet the needs of the consumers. 
One of the audience assured the 
meeting that this condition was 
already process of being rect¬ 
ified by the Calgary Power, and 
that it had been promised that by 
May the power would be boosted 
to meet all requirements. 

Another recommendation was 
that steps be taken to have the 
approach to the nuisance grounds 
ouilt up to facilitate getting in 
with loads. It was suggested that 
ashes and similar materials could 
be used for this purpose, thus 
making the work of the town-man 
or others hauling to the dump 


school in Vulcan.” 

Special Requisition 

The 1949 mill rate of the Foot¬ 
hills School Division is 15, and a 
special requisition in the amount 
of $8,000 will be levied upon the 
Vulcan School District each year 
until changed by mutual agree¬ 
ment or arbitration. This special 
^requisition provides for, the difr. 
ference between thecost of oper¬ 
ating the Vulcan Schools (based 
on 1948 figures) and what the 
Division's 15 mill rate will yield 
on the District's total assessment. 
In the special $8,000 requisition is 
also included the amount of $3,000 
a year as the Vulcan School Dist- 
ilet’s share of the cost of the new 
school (as explained below) and a 
further amount for the adjustment 
of teacher's salaries to the divis¬ 
ional scule. 

The total additional requisition 
of $8,00*1 is divided between the 
town and rural portions of the 
School District: $6,500 upon the 
town and $1,500 upon the rural 
part of the school district. 

In the case of town school taxes, 
this will mean an increase of 1.8 
mills. 

The regular divisional mill rate 
shall apply in any one year and 
the special requisition of $8,000 
shall continue in effect for at 
least three years. 

Director’s Remarks 

H. E. Balfour, Director of 
School Administration-for the Pro¬ 
vince, acted in an advisory capac¬ 
ity during the negotiations between 
the Foothills Division and the Vul¬ 
can School District. Prior to the 
signing of the inclusion agreement 
he attended meeting of both the 
Divisional Board end the Vulcan 
District Board, and his remarks 
concerning certain aspects- of the 
proposed Inclusion are of inter¬ 
est. 

Regarding the advantages to be 
gained educationally, Mr. Balfour 
said: “Tt seems to be the desire of- 
the Divisional Board to introduce 
at Vulcan some courses in the In¬ 
termediate and high school of the 
vocational type, such as automo¬ 
tives, commercial or otherd of the 
high school course. There is also a 
possibility that one or more near¬ 
by rural schools might be closed 
and the elementary and intermed¬ 
iate pupils eonveyed to Vulcan. It 
is felt that this would provide im¬ 
proved educational opportunities 
for pupils of the Division as well 
as those of the Vulcan School Dis¬ 
trict. A gradual start would have 
to be made in the introduction of 
such new courses and further dev¬ 
elopments along this line might 
be assisted by suitable agreements 
or possibly some inclusions of oth- 
et town districts: at present Bla- 
ekie is part of the Division. In 
general, the inclusion of your Dis¬ 
trict would facilitate area plan¬ 
ning.” 

New School 

Mr. Balfour further stated: “The 
Divisional Board considers that a 
fouf-room addition, with basement, 
would be a necessary improvement. 
Assuming the co&t of such an add¬ 
ition to be $60,000, if the Division 
were to assume responsibility for 
25 per cent of this, it would leave 
Vulcan School District responsible 
for 45,000. The surplus, including 
bonds, which would become a 
Trust Fund and would be available 
in meeting the cost of the building, 
might provide approximately $15. 
000 ol' this, leaving $30,000 which 
should be provided by the Vulcan 
School District and should not be 
assessed against ratepayers of the 
Division as at present. The Town 
District might provide this am¬ 
ount on an amortized plan (49r— 
15 years) by payment of approx¬ 
imately $3,000 per year. The furrt- 
bhing and equipping of the school 
would ada to the (Division's) ex¬ 
pense. . 

Requisition Can Be Changed 

“ It mdst be remembered that 
the additional requisition can be 
changed at any time by mutual 
consent; in case Of dispute over 
this amount which might arise due 
to some extreme change in cir¬ 
cumstances it may be adjusted by 
arbitration three years after the 
agreement or an amendment to it 
has been signed. 

“The Divisional Board appear 
agtceable to the Insertion of the 
following clause in the Memorand¬ 
um of Agreement: to form part of 
the ’recital’ stating intension; deT- 
inite promises cannot be placed in 
the body of the Agreement accord¬ 
ing to the Attor**ey-General's De¬ 
partment because they might con¬ 
flict with or duplicate the pro¬ 
visions of the School Act Itself 
Which makes the Divisional Board 
responsible for provision of edu¬ 
cational facilities; . • *•

the location and maintenance 
therein of a divisional school in 
which to provide facilities for gtv- 

- ing instruction in the higher 
grades; and 

WHEREAS the said Vulcan 
school District is located partly 
within the Town of Vulcan and 
partly in the Municipal District of 
Vulcan; and 

WHEREAS it is the intention of 
the Divisional Board to erect a 
four-room and basement addition 
’to the school in Vulcan; and 

WHEREAS both parties to the 
agreement are of the opinion that 
it would be to the mutual advant¬ 
age of the said school district and 
of the said school division to have 
the said school district included In 
the said school division: 

THEREFOR EPUSUANT TO

1. That the Vulcan School Dis¬ 
trict No., 1902 of the Province of 
Alberta be included in the Foot¬ 
hills School Division No. 38 of the 
Province of Alberta; 

2. That the amount for which an 
additional requisition is to be made 
upon the Town of Vulcan is excess 
of the amount for which a requisi- 
ion is authorized by Section 293 of 
the Act shall be Six Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars: 

3. That with tespect to the pro¬ 
perty within the said District, the 
amount for which an additional 
requisition is to he made upon the 
Municipal District of Vulcan No. 
29 in 'excess of the amount for 
which a requisition is authorized 
by Section 293 of this Act shall be 
One Thousand Five Hundred Dol¬ 
lars.

WILL PAY OFF IN WINTER 

The big blizzard and Its resul* in drifted and 
blocked roads has-proved a point that the Municl- 
p&lity tried to impress upon farmers of the district ' 
last fall; that burning of weeds along road al¬ 
lowances would greatly reduce road drifting pro¬ 
blem and -make It much easier for the municipality 
to keep all roads open. 

Where weeds have been left urxburned on road 
allowances, those stretches of roads are almost in¬ 
variably drifted in. On similar roads, but where the 
weeds have been burned, the wind has kept the 
‘road practically free of snow. There is the odd 
stretch of road where burning of weeds along the 
road allowance has no appreciable effect, but this 
is the exception rather than the rule. r- . 

Where families live on the same road, all should 
co-operate in keeping ihe entire road free of weeds 
in the fall, for if one part of the road drifts in due 
to the failure of a farmer to burn the weeds along 
the allowances, then the road is blocked to those 
who co-operate with the Municipality by burning-, 
the weeds on their particular stretch. . 

Burning of the weeds will not entirely eliminate 
snow drifting proplems, but its value in helping 
control the annual winter problem has been pro¬ 
ven. In this matter, the co-operation of all farmers 
—with their neighbors and with the Municipality— 
would do much to ease the problem of snow-block¬ 
ed roads.

Dear Mr. Munro:- 

Another Christmas Seal cam- ' 
paign is nearing its close. We have 
exceeded our provincial objective 
by a few thousand dollars, and we 
wish to extend to you, to your 
staff and to your readers the sin¬ 
cere thanks of the Members and 
Directors of this Association. 

Our anti-tuberculosis program 
embraces preventive education, 
that is, education of the public 
that tends to prevent the spread 
of uberculosis. It embraces what 
wq call case-finding, through clin¬ 
ics, surveys and other measures, 
such as routine chest X-rays of 
hospital admissions. Christmas Seal 
dollars also provide occupational 
therapy fob patients in the sana¬ 
toria, and vocational training and 
rehabilitation of patients In the 
sanatoria, and also for patients 
who have been discharged. 

It is most pleasing to us to re¬ 
cord that in the last five years 
the number of individual contr- 
butions to the anti-tuberculosis 
cause in Alberta has increased 
from about 14,000 to nearly 75,000 
during this past campaign. This 
is an indication to us that the peo¬ 
ple of Alberta are being made 
more and more acquainted with 
need for strong public support of 
the voluntary association, which 
works with and supplements the 
work of the official agencies, such 
as the provincial and the federal 
departments of health. 


Please be assured, then, that we 
are well a wars of, and most grate¬ 
ful for the very wonderful support 
that we have received from your¬ 
self and from your associates, and 
that we are grateful also to those 
of your readers who have support¬ 
ed us throughout the years by 
their generous contributions to the 
annual Christmas Seal Sale.

vance of the outbreak. 

W. Lobay, Supervisor of Crop 
Protection, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture says that timely and 
lureful farm practices designed for 
successful grasshopper control 
should be seriously considered and 
followed by farmers living in the 
k grasshopper infested areas in order 
to avoid heavy crop losses. Five 
essential features in a good con¬ 
trol program should be kept In 
mind: 

1 Shallow cultivate (less than 2 
inches) all infested stubble 
fields soon after spring-'thaw to 
root up egg pods. One way til¬ 
lers, disc-harrows or cultivat- 
' ors are better for this purpose 
than blade implements. 

2. Refrain from seeding grain in 
stubble land unless it has had 
* this treatment. If stubble land 
has no cultivation it should be 
left for summerfallow. 

3 Combine the use of guard 
strips, trap strips, nnd bait or 
chemical treatment when work 
ing summerfallow. Guard and 
trap strips will concentrate the 
hoppers for poisoning, and pre¬ 
vent them from moving to 
nearby crops. 

Guard strips at least 3 to 4 
rods wide should be made a- 
round the field before hoppers 
hatch. The guard strips should 
be kept black until hoppers 
are poisoned. The purpose is to 
delay hopper movement -from 
the summerfallow to adjoining 
crop fields. 

Trap.strips of volunteer growth 
or early spring sown graln- 
about 2 rods wide-should be 
provided around the outside of 
the field just inside the guard 
strip. A cential trap strip 
should be also left, or in large 
fields more may be desirable. 
The grasshoppers gather on 
these trap strips as the field 
is worked, and can there be 
killed by proper use o l bait.

4 Control grasshopper infestat¬ 
ions in sod along roadsides, 
field margins and sloughs by 
proper use of bait, or spray 
and dust chemicals. Where 
these precautions are not ob¬ 
served, fields may become In¬ 
fested from such areas. 

5. Kill hoppers in grain fields by- 
baiting or using the newly dev- 
veloped chlorinated hydro¬ 
carbons in the form of Spray 
or dust. Regular weed equip¬ 
ment has been used success¬ 
fully for spraying or dusting.

Up to the end of 
December, 3,120,000 pounds had 
Deen shipped, and the total crop 
is estimated in the neighborhood 
of 4,500,000 lbs. 

With Canada unable to buy 
Bahamas pineapples because of im¬ 
port restrictions, a large crop 
matured in the past year without 
an available market. To-save the 
crop, arrangements were finally 
made to cam a large quantity for 
shipment to Britain as a gift of 
the Bahamas Red Cross and the 
Imperial Order of the Daughters 
of the Empire.

Planning is far more than just 
‘making a plan." It means fully 
understanding the principles under¬ 
lying your decisions. A good farm 
plan must be dynamic, always ad¬ 
justable to new opportunities that 
will help you achieve your family 
goals. i

A Large Bu-dn°vi. Ik your business 
large enough? This doesn't nec¬ 
essarily mean size in terms of ac¬ 
res. It means is there enough land, 
labor and capital used to provide 
the level of income desired. Many 
farmers get a large volume of out¬ 
put from relatively few acres. 
They raise a lot of livestock, form 
intensively, using plenty of equip¬ 
ment and other assets. Such oper¬ 
ators have a “large” farm business 
just as. much as the farmer who 
handles a large acreage under a 
less intensive system. 

You have to have volume in or¬ 
der to get income. Don't set your 
goals for a certain level of income 
and then, expect to get it from a 
volume that is too ’small to obtain 
that income under normal prices. 
A Balanced Business. Is your bus¬ 
iness well balanced? This means 
several things — enough land and 
livestock to keep your labor fully 
employed; enough labor to get 
high returns from your crops an(T 
livestock; enough machinery and 
equipment to use labor efficiently: 
enough roughuge eating livestock 
to' use available roughage feeds. 

This principle of balance Is ex¬ 
tremely important. No matter how 
productive your other resources 
p.ie, having too little of just one 
type of resource can limit profits 
from your whole farm business. 

Use Best Practices. Each year 
brings new important changes in 
the way things are done on our 
fsrms. Perhaps not all new devel¬ 
opments will be suited to your 
farm. Local conditions may make 
some of them impractical, or yoqr 
particular resources may not be 
suited to the practices in question.

TALKING TRAFFIC SIGNALS 
The first talking traffic light 
signal, developed entirely in the, 
United Kingdom, was demonstated 
at Hayes. England, the other day. 
It is an automatic device, operat¬ 
ing independently or in conjunc¬ 
tion with traffic lights, which gives 
spoken warnings to pedestrians at 
road crossings. One typical mes¬ 
sage given at the demonstration 
was “ Before crossing look right, 
look left, look right again.

Germination Tests Are Important 

The purpose of this report is to 
emphasize the importance of ger¬ 
mination tests. 

Line Elevators Farm Service has 
just completed germination tests on 
4,470 fanners’ samples of wheat, 
oat, barley and flax seed from all, 
over Manitoba, Sa-kat cite wan and 
Alberta. The results, showing the 
percentage of samples tested in 
which the germination was below 
71 per cent, are given in the 
accompanying table.

The above results show that in 
10.0% of the wheat samples from 
Manitoba, and in 4.8% of the 
Alberta wheat samples, the germina¬ 
tion was below 71%. They nNo 
show that many Saskatchewan farm 
seed stocks of oats and barley, 0..'»G 
and S.0% respectively, are ger¬ 
minating poorly this year. It r- 
evident that the mo.-t serious seed 
germination situation exists in 
Alberta. For instance, in 00.4% of 
the oat samples, 22.4% of the 
barley samples, and in 20.7%.of th 
flax sample's tested from Alberia 
farms, the germination fell below 
the 71% level. 

Farmers in the northern district,- 
of Allierta and Saskatchewan would 
be well advised to have their small 
grain seeds tested for germination 
this year. In fact, it will he neces¬ 
sary for many of them, owing to 
frost damage, to secure -new seed 
Fortunately, there are abundant 
supplies ef Registered and Certified

CARE OF THE PAINT BRUSH— 

If you're a "paint-up” enthus¬ 
iast, the paint brush will be one 
of your most valuable possessions. 
Here are a few "dont's” that will 
help you to keep brushes in good 
shape. 

Never vuse a brush edgeways. 
This causes the brush to ‘finger’, 
results in a- poor paint job and 
causes the brush to wear off at the 
corners. 

Never press n brush hardagainst 
the surface lying painted. 

Never paint with the wholp 
brush. Use only about one-half of 
the length of the bristle.. Paint 
with smooth, even strokes. Using 
the whole brush tends to break or 
wear off the bristles at the heel 
of the brush. 

Never use a large brush for a 
small surface or a small brush for 
a large surface. Never use a large 
flat brush on pipes or on round 
surfaces. Such practice wears down 
a brush in the middle and renders 
it unsatisfactory for future use.

Never 
use a new brush oh a rough sur¬ 
face for the first or even the sec¬ 
ond coat. Use a worn brush to 
start the job and reserve the new 
brush for the finishing coat.

UNDER THE 
FAMER’S CONTROL 

(By H. G. L. Strange 

Agriculture in Western Canada 
Is somewhat of an unstable busin¬ 
ess; for there are so many things 
that are quite beyond the farm¬ 
er’s control. Rainfall, that -most 
important factor of them all; then 
drought, frost, hail, cutworms, 
wireworms, ’hoppers, sawflies and 
many plant diseases, the presence 
or absence of which can result in a 
good crop or a poor crop. Then 
there is the matter of price, made 
by the worldwide conditions of 
supply and demand of all food¬ 
stuffs over which no one has any 
control. The farmer does his best, 
sows his seed and hopes for the 
best. 

There are, however, certain fac- 
ors that are well within the farm¬ 
er's own control, and the chief of 
these is the quality of his product. 
In these days of good agricultural 
knowledge no farmer would think 


of trying to produce high quality 
livestock without using some pure¬ 
bred pedigreed ^stock. It is, how¬ 
ever, rather unfortunate that the 
same knowledge is not as wide¬ 
spread about the equal importance 
ot using purebred pedigreed seed 
to pioduce a high quality field 
crop, and yet the principles are 
..exficTJy the same. 

Any farmer can purchase a few 
bushels of Registered seed each 
year at moderate prices, and so 
can ensure that the crop he pro¬ 
duces will be up to the highest 
possible quality standard. Incident¬ 
ally, too, Registered seed produces 
higher yields to the acre.
